Stated Conclave of Boston Commandery, Knights Templar, was 
opened by the Eminent Commander at 5.07 p.m. on Wednesday, 
September 19, 1962, in Ionic Hall, Masonic Temple, Boston. 
The position of Generalissimo was filled by Em. Sir Robert 
S. Andrews, and that of Warder by Em. Sir Frank B. Ells. 


At 5.10 p.m. Eminent Commander Frankland W. L. Miles con- 
ducted a Memorial Service for the 39 Sir Knights whose 
deaths have been reported to the Commandery during the past 
Templar year. Suitable devotions were offered by our 
Prelate, Rev. Sir Kt. Charles E. Pedersen. 


At 5.25 p.m. unanimous favorable action was taken on the 
following four candidates for the Orders:

Reading of the minutes of our June Conclave being waived, 
the Commandery then proceeded with the business of reading 
and acceptance of the annual reports. The detailed report 
of the Recorder disclosed a membership of 1178 as of Sep- 
tember 1, 1962, representing a net gain of 11 for the Tem- 
plar year. The knighting of 62 new Sir Knights completed 
the best record in that respect since 1955. Only 47 Sir 
Knights, out of our entire membership, were reported to be 
in arrears for unpaid dues in the total sum of 4692 as of 
September 1, 1962. 


The Report by the Treasurer listed in detail the receipts, 
expenses, and present assets of Boston Commandery. Rental 
amounted to “5140 for the year. Receipts of only $1005 

and expenditures of $8225 disclosed a net total cost for 
food alone as $7200. Total money assets of Boston Comman- 
dery showed $209,814.67 or $329,043.28 market value as of 
August 31, 1962. Both the Treasurer and Recorder paid 

warm tribute to our outgoing Commander for his year of out- 


standing accomplishment. 


The Eminent Commander summarized our past year, and in 
turn thanked the Sir Knights for a year of splendid 
cooperation. 

It wags voted to transfer $200 to the Herman C. McStay 
Pund. 


After appropriate devotions the Commandery was recessed 
at 6.15 p.m. to reassemble, with guests, in Ionic Hall, 
at 6.35 p.m. at which hour Rt. Em. Sir Robert Gardiner 
Wilson Jr., Past Grand Commander of Knights Templar in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, was presented by Em. Sir 
Frank Brown #lls, Past Grand Warder of the Grand Comman- 
dery, for official public installation of the officers 
for the year 1962-1963.

Sir Harold W. F. Hodgson,iincluded Sir Harold A. Horn as 
Standard Bearer, Sir Clyde A. Tyler as Sword Bearer, Sir 
John W. Zolner as Warder, Em. Sir James S. W. Rogers as 
Sentinel, and Sir Robert E. Wilton as Captain of the Guard, 
together with other numerous appointments. 


Following installation, and appropriate devotions, the 
Commandery was closed at 7.45 p.m. for an excellent Seiler 
banquet. Among the special guests were Past Grand Comman- 
ders Clarence £. Booth and George A. Weeks, and Grand 
Captain of the Guard Em. Sir Russell RB. Long.
